The action of ftlio city council in doclin- 
ing to rocoive the rejmrt ot thu water 
coiiiiiuttee which cmloined the duiil-re.ser- 
voir system is, all circuiiiatancos coiisidei'- 
ed, Biitiafactor}'. 'I'lio city Hlund in d;iii;.!or 
of uccoptiiig an ill-digested scheme bused 
on certiiiii well-kuown hydrostiitic priii- 
ciploa which, however valuable elsewhere, 
are iimpplictible to conditions that present 
themselves here. It was successfully 
shown during the long discussion — which 
was conducted with good tastoand teini)er 
— that the report of Mr. Pickering and 
the tirst or "prugres.s" rujinrt of Mr. Bell, 
were ba.sed on erroncou.H surveys wliicli, 
when ciifcked, showed that tiiu lo>vor 
reservoir was more than seven feet below 
the level claimed for it in the plans. Tliis 
in itself was a serious defect, since it was 
proposed to lift from the lower reservoir 
to a reservoir situated on or near Regent 
hill, by means of a self-actuating engine, 
a Butiicient body of water to siipi)ly the 
high levels. High onginooring authority 
pronounced the scheme hifeasiblo; and 
with the light tiii;o\vn on the matter by 
Mr. Jieli'.s repiirt, bad a majdrity of the 
conncill(prs east for the double-reservoir 
Bchemo tliey woidd' have been at least, 
morally responsible for the "ailure whicli 
would inevitably have followed. We feel 
glad that the propoaition to engage in the 
dangerous and uncertain experiment has 
fallen through. The liiiaTicial condition 
of the city is nut snob that it, can atliinl 
to hiuneh sd large a sum as .S7o,0lH) 
on the hazardous sea of o.\periment while 
there exist close at hand means for ob- 
taining a cortixin and abundant supply for 
40,000 people at a comparatively light 
cost. On one point all are agreed. There 
is no second npinion that the [)re.sent main 
is inaili.'iiuatc tu meet the reiiuireuicnts of 
a population of lii,UOO. When the in- 
habitants numbered 5,000 a I2-iiich main 
was more than ample. But the rapiil 
growth of the town, which is extending 
its arms and taking in districts that tive 
years ago were covered witli forest and 
undergrowth, is about to cause a water- 
famine. A good third of tlie w;Uei' leave.s 
the main before Uoughi.s and Vales streets 
are reached and that ia why a "dribble'' 
cry is heard from the lower level 
south and west of llmse thornugli- 
farcs. While the city is .sull'ering fi'oio a 
scanty supjily tlious.anils ii( ions of the 
precious fluid daily escape through the 
waste-gate at the dam and are Icjst in lIr- 
sea. if the present main were supple- 
mented by another l-'-inch or a 'JO-inch 
main, conducted along the higher level of 
S])ring I'idgo tuaresei'Vi ir Incateil on I'em- 
berton's mck, there would lie an alunulant 
supply for all demuiid.s likely to arise for 
years to come.

The /'/e.s.i of riiiladelphia fol- 
lowed it up and in the latter city a suc- 
cessful baker mimed I'almer was indicted, 
who had been in the habit of imparting a 
rich gold color to his buns and cakes by 
the use of chrome yellow. He admitted 
having used it for live ye.ars in buns, 
iloiigliniils and Diileli eake. The poison- 
ous compound only cost him lliirty cents 
a pound and as one table-spoonful of the 
solution was sullicieiit to col.ir forty 
pounds of dough it was of course much 
cheaper than eggs even ah lowest

supplies tiad been furnishing the stuff to

Mc- 
Catl'orty put up §20,000 as a guarantee 
that McCabe would be on hand whenever 
ho was wanted, MoCabe's creditors put 
a watch on his movements, and caniu to 
the (Mnclusion that if ho was insane ho 
could not legally transfer liis property to 
his wife ami thus defraud tliciii.

KATE, FIELD. 

Miss Kate Field, who lectures at The 
Victoria to-night, is universally acknow- 
ledged by leading authorities to divide the 
honors with George William Curtis as 
Bjieakiug the purest English of any Ameri- 
can lecturer. A representative of a tech- 
nical magazine devoted to voico culture 
sought JVIiss Field recently, asking for an 
interview on this subject, which she con- 
sented to give, and it ia one full of o.xcop- 
tional interest and importance. Exuroa- 
sioti is, of all arts, thei one mostnearfyro-. 
latod to practical success in life. "Who 
taught me olooutiouV" exclaimed Miss 
Field, repeating tho question of the intor- 
viowor. "Nobody, If there ia ono word 
more repulliiii^ than all others to an actor 
or to the doacuudantH of actors, it is the 
word 'elocution.' And tho methods by 
wdiieh so-called elocution ia attained are 
eiiually obnoxious. It ia saying a good 
deal, but, jn-obably outside of patent 
niediciuos, tlioro ia no humbug so great as 
eharacterizos nine-teutha of elocutionary 
teaching. Men and women, utterly in- 
capable of speaking ono sentence 
naturally, iiiidortako to make jmblic 
speakers. With what result? Pulpit, bar, 
rostrum and stage teem with speakers 
who mouth, orate, tear a passion to tat- 
ters, but never hold the mirror up to iia- 
turo. It is a grievous evil. That elocu- 
tion can be taught acientilically I have no 
doubt, but 1 know that most teachers are 
to be shunned as you would shun llie 
plague, 

"Oh, you think, then, I evolved what 
yon iieraist in calling my 'elocution' from 
my inner conscitmsness'^ This is not so. 
1 believu uio.st omphaticiilly in blood. 
Both my father and mothur were actors, 
belonging to what to-day ia called tho nut 
ural school, i owe to them the inheri- 
tance uf au acute ear, a dramatic instinct, 
and a horror of ranting. T owe to Charles 
Dickons, (!liarlcs Fechter and .Adehiiile 
Kistori lessons in tho only art of speaking 
- nature. LiHtening, when very yoiiiig, 
to these groat artists, night after night, 
W!is equal to a liberal education. Iiisun- 
sibly, hut none the less surely, they pro- 
duced a great oti'ect iqioii nie. 'Be 
mil oral, be nat ural,' was the only rule 
laid down by my dear mother, whose 
spuaknig-voiee was music. 

".Surely, 1 must havo been taught to 
sing/ Yes; and of course this instruct ion 
has been of great benefit t<) mo in speak- 
ing. My masters have been the grealcsl 
in I'hiioiiu, ami I thiuk of them with pro- 
found respect. One was Manual ( laicia, 
Malibriui's brother, a wonderful Spiuiiard, 
who really invented tho laryngoscope; the 
other was VVilliam Shakespeare, of London. 
I Jarcia is now a very old man, and is only 
at his best with advanced students, such 
as know Innv to produce the voice, but 
are in need of dramatic expression. 
Shakespeare, on thu contrary, has a 
patience tlint amounts to genius. Ho 
will take a ihoruughly uutried voice and 
school it into good singing, provided thu 
ho any brains behind tho voice. 1 am 
everlastingly indebted to Shakespeare fm 
putting me mi the right r.jad in singing. 
I regard him as the tineat teacher in the 
W orld, superior to his great maestro, Lani- 
perli, who is \ cry, very old, speaks a vil 
lainons .Milanese patois, and has long since 
eeased to investigate. Siiakcspeare is 
young luiin, an indefatigable student, ami 
has followed up the pure Italian metliud 
to logical conclusions. When Laniperti 
was last in London I went to him to tim' 
out wlielhii I eould learn moi-i^ from him 
i!:,-iii fri'iu iii.s lirilliant pujiil. I returned 
lo .-^tiakeapeare more than uver jiersuadei 
that he knew hia profession "down to th 
ground.' It isn't my fault that hois Mot 
cslablished in New York. 

h'tuding I hal Miss Field was readier t 
talk about others thtni about herself, oii 
represeiilativu returned to ihe charge by 
asking her whether Shakespeare taught 
her distinctness of enunciation in singing, 
as her every word is In aid. 

".No," replied .Alias Field. "I studied 
tirst voiei^ production aiel then se\i're 
Italian music, as Shakespuaro e.oleil me a 
'dramatic soprano.' I doiilii w heihur I 
ever sang more than half a dozen English 
ballads to him ; however, as singing is but 
another form of speaking, if I oiuinciaie 
distinctly in one iiistanee 1 must in .an- 
other. Ifyou can only make speakers 
uiiderstHiid that, it is distinctness of eiinii- 
ciation and not shouting that is needed in 
order to be heard, yon will be a buncfm;- 
tor. Whenever I go into a large hall or 
theairo I speak not louder but more 
slow ly, BO that one word may reach dis- 
tant i.'ars before another is s])oken. l"'or 
this re;i!-on my lectures arc 10 or 15 
minutes longer in ono place than in an- 
other. Uf course, we all have our 
Watorloos. Sometimes a small hall or 
church will bo so defective in acotist ica as 
to entirely upset one's calculations. T'huii 
the speaker may liave the .satisfaction of 
being told tliat 'he did not speak lond 
enough.' or of reading that 'unfortunately 
the s|ienker'8 voice was not sulliciently 
powerful to till the hall.' Yet this same 
Voice iiiiiy have boon distinctly heard in a 
vast skating rink the night licfore. T'heie 
ia all aniounl of deiiravity in aconatiea 
that is ahsohitidy maddening. 'I'ho two 
most deliglilful places in which I have 
spoken arc the .Mormon theatre at Salt 
Lake city and tho Philadelphia Academy 
of Music, both the result of— accident!"
